Only yesterday Dr. Klopsch in

people—for another month. 
Think of 
it! 
A hundred thousand men, women 
and children in India saved from star­ 
vation for a whole month, through a 
single 
remittance from the country 
of the Stars and Stripes. 
Was there 
ever so unselfish a charity as this for 
people we shall never see and whose 
very thanks in a language strange to 
us shall never reach our ears? Truly 
this is a Christlike charity and unless 
every word of the Bible be untrue the 
good people qf our own country will 
not go Without the blessings promised 
to those who consider the poor. 
But famine’s deplorable work still 
continues. Only last month a man at 
Thana, a relief station 25 miles from 
Bombay, was arrested for having bur­ 
led ajive his two children. His story 
was pitifully sad. 
He and his wife

children are wandering about asking 
of any one who will listen to 
their 
small, plaintive voices: 
“Ma bab hu- 
mone khavanu kahan mulse,” which 
translated m eans: “W here can we get 
something to eat.” 
The traveler in India sees this spec­ 
tacle daily—little children reduced to 
skeletons by starvation asking 
their 
way to the nearest poor house. 
Or­ 
phan asylums are 
almost 
unknown 
among the Hindus. 
A few have been 
organized 
this year, but their facili 
ties are so limited that not half of I 
per cent can be accommodated. The 
missionaries on the other hand have 
exercised intelligent forethought and 
have dotted the famine district with 
large commodious buildings for their 
accommodation. 
But where are the means for their 
entertainm ent 
to 
come 
from? 
It 
costs $15 a year to shelter, feed, clothe 
and educate a child. 
W ere they to 
take 100,000 it would mean $1,500,000 
a year, and who will give

The Christian Herald has ca

o f the Pru ssian army was charged by 
the regiments o f French cu irassiers In 
the ho pe o f tu rning the wing and facil­ 
itating the falling back o f the French 
Infantry . 
Bu t the cu irassiers were 
driven back by the u nflinching Pru s­ 
sians. 
Again the cu irassiers charged, 
and again they were driven back by f 
the withering tire o f sho t and shell. 
Fo r a third time they came do wn 
again, and as the enemy waited fo r 
them to draw nearer a ho rrible, blo o d 
freezing terro r seized the Pru ssians, 
and fo r a mo ment it lo o ked as if they 
wo uld tu rn and fly o r be cu t do wn 
Witho u t defending themselves. 
Bu t in 
a mo ment they had pulled themselves 
to gether and beaten back fo r the third 
and lust time the gallant cu irassiers. 
The sight that terrified the Pru ssians 
appears no thing very mu ch in black 
and white. It was a regiment o f cu iras­ 
siers led at a dashing rate to ward them 
by a headless o fficer sitting u pright In 
his saddle and apparently enco u raging 
his men after having been decapitated 
by a canno n ball.—Cincinnati Enqu ir­ 
er.

and flames?” 
This po pu lar fancy ha s 
been ex plo ded by scientists, who se 
wo rk is to ex plo de po pu lar fancies. 
In the first place, vo lcano es are no t 
necessarily mo u ntains. 
In reality 
they 
are ju st ttie reverse—that is, ho les In 
the earth’s cru st. 
Ou t o f these are 
thro wu the materials which, a ccumu­ 
lating, fo rm the heaps which we po pu­ 
larly call mo u ntains. 
These are. then, the resu lt and no t 
the cau se o f the actio n. 
Neither a re 
they “bu rning.” as we u nderstand the 
term. There is no co mbu stio n, no r 
a ny 
actio n we might reaso nably call 
“ burn­ 
ing .” 
The actio n need no t necessa rily ta ke 
pla ce at the su mmit, fo r eruptio ns a re 
just as frequent a t the sides o r ev en 
a t the ba se. 
The so ca lled “ smo ke” Is 
no thing mo re o r less tha n the clo uds 
o f co ndensing stea m which a re fo rmed 
o n ev ery o ca sio n when a n eruptio n o c­ 
curs. 
Lastly , the “flames,” so ca lled, a re

In the first place, volcanoes are not 
necessarily mountains. 
In reality they 
are Just the reverse—that Is, holes In 
the earth’s crust. 
Out of these are 
throw u the materials which, accumu­ 
lating. form the heaps which we popu­ 
larly call mountains. 
These are. then, the result and not 
the cause of the action. 
Neither are 
they “burning,” as we understand the 
term. There is no combustion, nor any 
action we might reasonably call “burn­ 
ing.” 
The action need not necessarily take 
place at the summit, for eruptions are 
just as frequent at the sides or even 
at the base. The so called “smoke” Ie 
nothing more or less than the cloudy 
of condensing steam which are formed* 
on every ocasion when an eruption oc­ 
curs.

livery war of any importance, partic­ 
ularly wins between civilized nations, 
Is prolitie in incidents of trivial charac­ 
ter In themselves, but so unusual ami 
unnatural that they appeal to the nat­ 
ural instinctive horror of men more 
suddenly and Intensely than perhaps 
the main terrors of days of carnage 
and surrounding scenes of suffering. 
Such an incident Is the one, for exam ­ 
ple. which occurred at the battle of 
Worth In tile early days of the Franco- 
Prusslan war. 
In the heat of the great battle a wing 
of the Prussian army was charged by 
the regiments of French cuirassiers In 
the hope of turning the wing and facil­ 
itating the falling back of the drench 
Infantry. 
But the cuirassier* were 
driven back. by the unflinching Prus­ 
sians. 
Again the cuirassiers charged, 
and again they were driven back by 
the withering fire of shot and shell. 
For a third time they came down 
again, and as the enemy waitc»d for 
them to draw nearer a horrible, blood 
freezing terror seized tile Prussians, 
and for a moment it looked as if they 
would turn and fly or be cut down 
without defending themselves. 
But in 
a moment they had pulled themselves 
together and beaten back for the third 
and last time the gallant cuirassiers. 
The sight that terrified the Prussians 
appears nothing very much in black 
and white. It was a regiment of cuiras­ 
siers led at a dashing rate toward them 
by a headless officer sitting upright in 
his saddle and apparently encouraging 
his men after having been decapitated 
by a cannon ball.—Cincinnati Enquir­ 
er. 


WHAT ARE VOLCANOES; 


T h e y A re Not B u r n in g M o u n ta in * a a 
W e U n d e rstan d T h a t T erm . 


“ What are volcanoes?” 
Nine out of every ten persons would 


immediately have an answer of some 
sort to the question above, for have 
they not a lively remembrance of hav­ 
ing learned lu their schoolbooks that 
“a volcano Is a burning mountain, from 
the summit of which are sent out smoke 
and flames?” 
This popular fancy bas 


been exploded 
by 
scientists, 
whose 


work is to explode popular fancies. 
In the first place, volcanoes are not 


necessarily mountains. 
In reality they 


are Just the reverse—that is, holes In 
the earth’s crust. 
Out of these are 


throwu the materials which, accumu­ 
lating, form the heaps which we popu­ 
larly call mountains. 
These are. then, the result and not 


the cause of the action. 
Neither are 


they “burning.” as we understand the 
term. There is no combustion, nor any 
action we might reasonably call “ burn­ 
ing.” 
The action need not necessarily take 


place at the summit, for eruptions are 
just as frequent at the sides or even 
at the base. 
The so called “smoke” ta 


nothing more or less than the clouds 
of condensing steam which are formed 
on every ocasion when an eruption oc­ 
curs. 
Lastly, the “ flames,” so called, are 


merely the reflection of the m ast of 
molten rock and material inside the 
crater on the clouds of steam above, 
thus appearing as a glowing light The 
friction, too. set up by the motion of 
the materials causes electricity, and 
hence the lightning discharges which 
add to the illuminating effect—Pear­ 
son’s Magazine.

Washington. Aug 27.—Russia, dor- 
many and Japan have not declared 
w ar upon China, either separately or 
In concert. 
This statement is made 
upon authority of the highest charac­ 
ter. 
W hat these nations may do within 
the next 48 hours or within the next 
fortnight is a question which no one 
In Washington is prepared to answer. 
A b rief dispatch from Che Foo, con­ 
veying a rumor there that Russia, 
Germany and Japan had joined in a 
declaration of war U]>on China aroused 
aome 
interested 
comment 
among 
Washington officials and among d.plo- 
matic representatives of foreign gov­ 
ernm ents resident here. 
In neither official nor 
diplomatic 
circles, however, was the rumor taken 
seriously. 
No information of such ac­ 
tion has reached either the depart­ 
ment of state or the legations of the 
governments 
primarily 
interested. 
That fact alone is accepted in official 
circles as a sufficient refutation of 
the rumor. 
Ainother telegraphic dispatch, dated 
Taku, Aug. 23, states that as the Chi­ 
nese troops and Boxers which hud 
gathered at Nan Yueu were ab out to 
attack the foreign forces at Peking, 
Japanese ami Russian cavalry were 
expected to encounter them on the 
20th. The dispatch further states that 
Chinese infantry, some O.immi strong, 
with 15 guns were advancing north­ 
ward from Slum Tung to make a rear 
attack on the allies. 
A copy of the dispatch was trans 
mitted to Acting Secretary Adee at 
the department of state, and b y him 
furnished to the president. 
While the 
news of a posisb le rear attack upon 
the comparatively small force of the 
.•allies was not received with surprise. 
It generally was not regarded as seri­ 
ous, as the foreign forces are b elieved 
to b e ab undantly ab le to take care of 
themselves against any force of Chi­ 
nese likely to lie sent against them. 
In the ab sence of official information 
from China or from United States offi 
eers there. Interest today centered In 
the diplomatic phases of the existing 
troub le. 
The rumor of a declaration 
of war b y Russia, it is explained, may 
have grown out of the operations of 
the troops of the czar in the protection 
of the southeastern frontier of his era 
pire, or it may have arisen from the 
reik)rted statement of the commander 
of the Russian forces at Peking that 
his government 
was at w ar 
with 
China, and, therefore, he must pro­ 
hib it communication with the Chinese 
Neither the operations of Russia on 
her frontier nor the prohib ition b y a 
Russian 
general 
of 
communication 
w ith the Chinese would constitute, it 
is said, a declaration of war b y Rus 
#la. 
No general, b y a mere » Return 
could declare war. 
Even his state­ 
ment that his government had de 
clared war would not make it so. 
A declaration of war, it is pointed 
out b y the host authorities, is a per 
fectly distinct and ob vious proceeding 
In tids country a declaration of war 
may b e made only b y congress. 
Only once in the present century 
has such a declaration b een made 
namely, In 1812 against Great Britain 
W ar may exist actually b etween the 
United States and another country 
as w'as the case b etween this country 
And Mexico, without action b y con 
gress. 
The Mexican war had pro 
grossed 14 months b efore action was 
taken b y congress. 
Troops of the 
United States had invaded Mexico 
and several important b attles had b een 
fought b efore congress, to insure the 
lemilitv of the contest and to orotecf 


the rights of the United States as ai 
possib le conqueror, declared 
that a 
state of w ar had existed from a date 
14 months prior to tin* action of con­ 
gress. 
Uongress did not declan* war 
against Spain. 
It simply declared 
that a state of w ar existed from a 
specified time. 
Among European na­ 
tions the method of procedure is sim­ 
ple. b ut quite ob vious. 
W ar is declar­ 
ed b y them b y edict or proclamation. 
It may b e a declaration of war or it 
may b e the official recognition that a 
Btate of war exists 
In either event the 
news of such action would b e pub lish­ 
ed to tin* world immediately. 
Diplo- 
inatic representatives of the power 
making the declaration would b e noti­ 
fied 
instantly, in order that 
they 
might communicate the information to 
the governments of tin* countries to 
which they were accredited. The infor­ 
mation. too. would b e conveyed at 
once to the nation against which tin* 
declaration was made 
In turn, this 
nation would notify its diplomatic rep­ 
resentatives ab road that they might 
govern themselves accordingly. W ith­ 
in three hours after the official decla­ 
ration of congress that the United 
States was at war with the kingdom of 
Spain the Spanish government had on 
the wires an identical note to till gov­ 
ernments to which it had accredited 
representatives notifying them of the 
existence of a state of war b etween 
Spat« and the United States. 
The understanding among Washing- 
s notion is that 
the three prov­ 
inces 011 its southwestAi'n frontier in 


Leonard, corresponding secretary or 
tin* missionary b oard of the Methodist

lematical. it is said, whether the invi­ 
tation would b e accepted, even if it 
were tendered. 
The United States 
forces are in China protecting the per 
sonal and property rigiits of citizens 
of tltis country, ami in addition, tin 
treaty rights of the United States. 
Under the most-favored-natlon clause, 
this country has certain specific rights 
in China, and it is said on authority 
to b e the purpose of the United States 
to protect and preserve those rights 
The attitude this government would 
assume in the event of a declaration 
of w ar b y another power would de­ 
pend. it can b e stated, upon the imme­ 
diate circumstances surrounding the 
declaration and the situation in China 
at tin* time the declaration was made. 
In any event, it can b o said to b e no 
part of 
the purpose of 
the United 
States to sacrifice any of its guaran­ 
teed rights or privileges in the Chinese 
empire.

this ruse and crossed the river to­ 
ward the Orange River Colony. 
London, Aug. 27.—Lord Rob erts has 
left Pretoria and fixed liis headquar­ 
ters at Wonderfontein, the second sta­ 
tion west of Machadodorp, where the 
b ulk of the Boers in arms are sup­ 
posed to b e. 
Wiring from there Aug. 
24 he said: “ Buller reports the Boers 
laid a trap for his cavalry Aug. 23, 
opening with several guns at short 
range. The English guns silenced the 
Boers, b ut when the firing ceased and 
the pickets were b eing placed for the 
night b y some mistake two companies 
of the Liverpool regiment advanced 
1;500 yards into a hollow out of sight 
of tin* main b ody, where the;* were 
surrounded b y the Boers and s tffered 
severely. The Liverpool» lost ten men 
killed, and Captain Plomer and 45 men 
wounded. 
In addition they had «12 
men missing. 
General Buller’s other 
casualties Aug. 23 were 20 men killed, 
wounded or missing.” 
Lord Rob erts aslo wires that Gen­ 
eral Pole-Carew occupied Belfast, near 
Machadodorp, Aug. 24 without opposi­ 
tion. 
General French, with fj>ur b ri­ 
gades of cavalry, is moving east of 
Machadodorp. 
The dispatch of the 
British commander in chief in South 
Africa also says: “There is a welcome 
green over the veldt, which, I hope, 
means that our riding and transport 
animals 
will 
get 
grazing 
shortly. 
They have fared b adly of late.’’

Li Hung Chang, 
according to a Shanghai dispatch, lias 
once more postponed his departure for 
the north.

Congress did not declare war 
against Spain. 
It simply declared

Among European na­ 
tions the method of procedure is sim­ 
ple. hut quite obvious. War is declar­ 
ed by them by edict or proclamation. 
It may be a declaration of war or it 
may in* tie* official recognition that a 
state of war exists 
In either event the 
news of such action would be publish­ 
ed to the world immediately. 
Diplo­ 
matic representatives of the power 
funking the declaration would be noti­ 
fied 
instantly, in order that 
they 
might communicate the information to 
the governments of the countries to 
which they were accredited. The infor­ 
mation. too, would he conveyed at 
once to tile nation against which the 
declaration was made 
In turn, this 
nation would notify its diplomatic rep­ 
resentatives abroad that they might 
govern themselves accordingly. W ith­ 
in three hours after the official decla­ 
ration of congress that the United 
States was at war with the kingdom of 
Spain the Spanish government had on 
the wires an Identical note to all gov­ 
ernments to which It had accredited 
representatives notifying them of the 
existence of a state of war between 
Spain and the United States.

That faet alone is accepted In official 
circles as a sufficient refutation of 
the rumor. 
Alnotber telegraphic dispatch, dated 
Taku, Aug. 23. states that as the Chi­ 
nese troops Mild Roxers which had 
gathered at Nau Yuen were about to 
attack the foreign forces at Peking, 
Japanese aud Russian cavalry were 
expected to encounter them on the 
20th. The dispatch further states that 
Chinese Infantry, some 9.000 strong, 
with 15 guns were advancing north­ 
ward from Shun Tung to make a rear 
attack ou the allies. 
A copy of the dispatch was trans­ 
mitted to Acting Secretary Adee at 
the department of state, and by him 
furnished to the president While the 
news of a poHlsble rear attack upon 
the comparatively small force of the 
jftUies was not received with surprise. 
It generally was not regarded as seri 
.ous, as the foreign forces are believed 
to be abundantly able to take care of 
themselves against any force of Chi­ 
nese likely to be sent against them. 
In the absence of official Information 
from China or from United States off! 
cere there, interest today centered in 
the diplomatic phases of the existing 
trouble. 
The rumor of a declaration 
of war by Russia, it is explained, may 
have grown out of the operations of 
the troops of the czar in the protection 
of the southeastern frontier of his em 
plre, or it may have arisen from the 
reported statement of the commander 
of the Russian forces at Peking thai:

The Mexican war had pro 
greased 14 months before action was 
taken by congress. 
Troops of the 
United States had invaded Mexico 
and several important battles had been 
fought before congress, to insure the

In carrying out her second object, 
Russia has seized New Chwang. This 
was done to obtain a base of opera­ 
tions from which the frontier could 
easily be reached, precisely as Taku 
was seized as a base of operations

W hether in the event of a declnra­ 
tion* of w ar by one or more of the 
powers against China an invitation 
would be extended to the United States 
to retire from China, as Ultimaffrd in 
the dispatch from Che Foo. ’s open 
to doubt: and it is decidedly prob- 
ematical, it is said, whether the invi­ 
tation would bo accepted, even if it 
■wore tendered. 
The United States 
forces are In China protecting the per 
sonal and property rights of citizens 
of this country, and in addition, the 
treaty rights of the United States. 
Under the most-favored-nation clause, 
this country has certain specific rights 
Un China, and it Is said on authority 
to In* the purpose of the United States 
to protect and preserve those rights 
The attitude this government would 
assume In the event of a declaration 
of w ar by another power would de 
pend, It can be stated, upon the imme 
dinte circumstances surrounding the

In addition they had 32 
men missing. 
General Buller’s other 
casualties Aug. 23 were 20 men killed, 
wounded or missing.”

to P eking—The M ikado’s Troops 
Very A ctive In Old C apital. 


London, Aug. 27. — Tien Tsin dis­ 
patches to Berlin, dated Aug. 23, said: 
“The Japanese troops are in posses­ 
sion of the wall around the Innermost 
part of the Forbidden City, but Lave 
not yet made their way to the imperial 
palace, owing to lack of government 
Instructions.” 
Lieutenant General Linevitch, com­ 
mander of the First Siberian army 
corps, cabling to St. Petersburg, under 
date of Aug. IG. said: 
“There are 
uo longer any Boxers In Peking. They 
were driven out by the French and 
Russians, whose ti Jigs are hoisted over 
the Imperial City. The empress dow 
ager, the emperor, the heir apparent, 
and the whole court have fled to the 
province of Shew Si.. Ll Hung Chang, 
according to a Shanghai dispatch, has 
once more postponed his departure for 
the north. The Japanese have landed 
more bluejackets at 
Amoy, 
where 
order is maintained in spite of the 
great excitement.”

sibly occur out of the existing conditions. 
Then was the time to have talked about 
the "consent of the governed,’' aud not 
now, when every speech he makes adds 
ten names to the roll of our dad, aud 
IOO to the Filipino dead. 
Mr. Bryan huvlug the undoubted power 
to prevent the ratification of the treaty, 
actually, by his own confession, advised its 
ratification. 
Neither in law, nor in morals, 
can he be permitted now to secure polit­ 
ical advantage from denouncing a course 
of conduct which he himself advised. 
Mr. Bryan gives as his reasons for ad 
{sing ratification that he “thought it safer 
to trust the American people to give inde­ 
pendence to the Philippines, than-to trust 
the accompliusbuient of 
that object to 
diplomacy with an unfriendly uution.” 
This puts Air. Bryan in the attitude of 
desiring Independence for the Philippines 
ver** ardently. 
Why should he become so 
suddenly imbued with antagonism to the

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Rumors of W ar Declarations 
and Refutations. 
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Tokio, Aug, 27.—A dipatch from 
Taku dated Aug. 23, states that 
the Chinese troops and “Boxers” 
who mobilized at Nan Yuen ware 
about to attack the foreign forces 
at Peking. 
Japanese and Russian 
cavalry were expected to encoun­ 
ter them on the 20th. 
The Chi­ 
nese infantry, some 9,000 rtrong. 
with 15 guns, are advancing north­ 
ward from Shang-Tung to make a 
rear attack on allies. 
W ashington, Aug 27.—Russia, (for­ 
m ally aud Japan have not declared 
w ar upon Chum, either separately or 
In concert. 
This statem ent is made 
upon authority of the highest charac 
ter. 
W hat these nations may do within 
the next 48 hours or w ithin the next 
fortnight is a question which no one 
la W ashington is prepared to answ er. 
A brief dispatch from .Che Foo, con 
Toying a rumor there th at Russia, 
Germ any and Japan had joined in a 
declaration of w ar upon China aroused 
fom e 
interested 
comm ent 
among 
W ashington officials aud among d.plo- 
m atte representatives of foreign gov­ 
ernm ents resident here. 
lu neither official nor 
diplom atic 
circles, however, was the rum or taken 
seriously. 
No inform ation of such ac­ 
tion has reached either the depart­ 
m ent of state or the legations of the 
governm ents 
prim arily 
interested. 
T hat fact alone is accepted In official 
circles as a sufficient refutation of 
the rumor. 
Alnother telegraphic dispatch, dated 
Taku, Aller. 23, states tim t us the Chi­ 
nese troops and Boxers which had 
gathered at Nan Ylieu were ubout to 
attack the foreign forces at Peking, 
Japanese uiul Russian cavalry were 
expected to encounter them on the 
20th. The dispatch further states th at 
Chinese infantry, some 9.000 strong 
w ith 15 guns were advancing north­ 
w ard from Shun Tung to make a rear 
attack on the allies. 
A copy of the dispatch w as trans 
m itted to Acting Secretary Adee at 
the departm ent of state, and by him 
furnished to the president. 
W hile the 
news of a posisble rear attack upon 
the com paratively small force of tile 
.■allies was not received w ith surprise. 
It generally was not regarded as seri­ 
ous, as the foreign forces are believed 
to he abundantly able to take care of 
them selves against any force of Chi­ 
nese likely to be sent against them. 
In the absence of official inform ation 
from China or from United States offi­ 
cers there, interest today centered in 
the diplom atic pfiases of the existing 
trouble. 
The rum or of a declaration 
of w ar by Russia, it is explained, may 
have grown out of the operations of 
the troops of the czar in the protection 
of the southeastern frontier of his em 
plre, or it may have arisen from the 
reported statem ent of the comm ander 
of the Russian forces at Peking th at 
bis government 
w as at w ar 
w ith 
China, and, therefore, he m ust pro­ 
hibit communication w ith the Chinese. 
Neither tile operations of Russia on 
her frontier nor the prohibition by a 
.Russian 
general 
of 
comm unication 
w ith the Chinese would constitute, it 
ta said, a declaration of w ar by Rus­ 
sia. 
No general, by a mere dictum , 
could declare war. 
Even his state­ 
m ent th at his governm ent had de­ 
clared w ar would not make It so. 
A declaration of war, it is pointed 
out by the best authorities, is a per­ 
fectly distinct and obvious proceeding. 
In this country a declaration of w ar 
m ay be made only by congress. 
Only once in the present century 
has such a declaration been made, 
namely, in 1812 against G reat Britain. 
W ar may exist actually between the 
United States and another country, 
AS was the case between this country 
And Mexico, w ithout action by con­ 
gress. 
Tile Mexican w ar had pro­ 
gressed 14 months before action was 
taken by congress. 
Troops of the 
U nited States had invaded Mexico 
and several im portant battles had been 
fought before congress, to insure the 
lesraiitv of I ho contest and to uroteet- 


tile rights of tin* United States as a 
possible conqueror, declared 
that a 
state of war had existed from a date 
14 months prior to the action of con­ 
gress. 
Congress did not declare war 
against Spain. 
It simply declared 
that a state of war existed from a 
specified time. 
Among European na­ 
tions the method of procedure is sim­ 
ple. but quite obvious. 
War is declar­ 
ed by them by edict or proclamation. 
It luny la* a declaration of war or it 
may Im* the official recognition that a 
state of war exists 
In either event the 
news of such action would be publish­ 
ed to tin* world immediately. 
Diplo­ 
matic representatives of tile power 
making tin* declaration would be noti­ 
fied 
instantly, in order t lint 
they 
might communicate the information to 
the governments of the countries to 
which they were accredited. Tile infor­ 
mation. too, would 
be conveyed at 
once to the nation against which the 
declaration was made 
In turn, this 
nation would notify its diplomatic rep­ 
resentatives abroad that they might 
govern themselves accordingly. Witli 
in three hours after tin* official deela 
ration of congress that the United 
States was ut war with the kingdom of 
Spain the Spanish government had on 
tile wires an identical note to all gov 
ernments to which It hml accredited 
representatives notifying them of the 
existence of a state of war between 
Spain and tile United States. 
The understanding among W ashing 
ton officials of Russia’s action is that 
Wit* empire bus declared the three prov 
luces on its southw estern frontier in 


a state of siege. 
This is altogether 
different from a declaration of war, 
It corresponds1 to a declaration of 
m artial law by G reat Britain and to a 
suspension of the right of habeas cor 
pus by the United States. 
It is 
supersession of civil by m ilitary au 
Glorify. 
It has no effoQfc upon such 
treaties as may be in force between 
the two countries, w hereas a declara­ 
tion of w ar or a declaration th at a 
state of w ar exists would tear up alii 
treaties. 
It is pointed out fu rth er 
that Russia lins two objects in her 
present operations in China—the rescue 
and protection of the foreign legation- 
ors and the protection of her menaced 
frontier. 
The avowed object of the 
of lier pewors is simply to rescue and 
protection of the legntloners and otb 
cr foreign subjects. 
In carrying out her second object, 
Russia has seized New Chwang. This 
w as done to obtain a base of opera­ 
tions from which tho frontier could 
easily be reached, precisely as Taku 
w as seized as a I misc of operations 
by the 
allies in their 
operations 
against Peking. 
W hether in the event of a declara­ 
tion. of w ar by one or more of tile 
powers against China an invitation 
would be extended to the United States 
to retire from China, as l*tiin a# d in 
the dispatch from Che Foo. ’s open 
to doubt: and it is decidedly prob­ 
lem atical, it is said, w hether the invi­ 
tation would lie accepted, even if it 
were tendered. 
The United States 
forces are in China protecting the per­ 
sonal and property rights of citizens 
of this country, and in addition, the 
treaty rights of the United States. 
Under the m ost-favored-nation clause, 
tiffs country has certain specific rights 
in China, and it is said on authority 
to Im* the purpose of the United States 
to protect and preserve those rights. 
The attitude tiffs governm ent would 
assum e in the event of a declaration 
of w ar by another power would de­ 
pend, it can be stated, upon the imme­ 
diate circum stances surrounding the 
declaration and the situation in China 
at the tim e the declaration was made. 
Iii any event, it can be said to be no 
part of 
tile purpose of 
the United 
States to sacrifice any of its guaran­ 
teed rights or privileges in the Chinese 
empire. 


Leonard, eorresponning secretary nr 
the m issionary I ton rd of the Methodist 
Episcopal church, who is visiting his 
son-in-law In tills city, lins received 
a caille message from M inister Con­ 
ger and three missionaries in Peking, 
saying th at the native Christians in 
Northern China had survived the a t­ 
tacks upon them, but were homeless 
and destitute. 
The cablegram said

M ethodist missionaries 
were safe, though ail the mission prop­ 
erty is destroyed save th at ta Tien 
Tsin. 
London, Aug, 27.—The Shanghai cor­ 
respondent of The Times, wiring Aug. 
24. sniff: “ Iff Hung Chang lins received 
a message from Peking th at toe Japan 
esc alone will occupy the imperial pal 
ace. 
The Japanese governm ent has 
renewed its assurance th at it will pro­ 
tect tile persons of the empress dow­ 
ager and the emperor. 
“The Japanese governm ent has noti­ 
fied Earl Iff that negotiations will he 
Impossible until plenipotentiaries ac­ 
ceptable to the powers are appointed. 
Japan suggests the viceroys of Nan 
Kin and Wit Chang and Earl Ll. 
If 
these are apnointed and China ex­ 
presses a willingness to make full in­ 
dem nity Japan is ready* to assist to 
the utmost.** 
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e r t a P l e n t y o f T r o u b l e . 
Krugersdorp, Aug. 27. — Command­ 
ant DeLarey appeared before Bank 
Station with a large force and sum ­ 
moned the garrison, commanded by 
Lord Albemarle, to surrender, which 
the garrison refused to do. 
In the 
m eantime De Wet took advantage of 
this ruse and crossed the river to­ 
ward the Orange River Colony. 
London, Aug. 27.—Lord Roberts has 
left Pretoria and fixed his headquar­ 
ters at W onderfontein, the second sta­ 
tion w est of Macbadodorp, where the 
bulk of the Boers iii arm s are sup­ 
posed to be. 
W iring from there Aug. 
24 he said: 
“Buller reports the Boers 
laid a trap for his cavalry Aug. 23, 
opening with several guns at short 
range. 
The English guns silenced the 
Boers, but when the firing ceased and 
the pickets were being placed for the 
night by some m istake two companies 
of the Liverpool regim ent advanced 
I;500 yards into a hollow out of sight 
of the main body, where th e / were 
surrounded by tile Boers and s iffered 
severely. The L iverpool lost ten men 
killed, and Captain Plottier and 45 men 
wounded. 
In addition they had 32 
men missing. 
General Buffer’s other 
casualties Aug. 23 were 20 men killed, 
wounded or missing.” 
Lord Roberts aslo wires th at Gen­ 
eral Pole-Carew occupied Belfast, near 
M acbadodorp, Aug. 24 w ithout opposi­ 
tion. 
General French, witli ijnir bri­ 
gades of cavalry, is moving east of 
M acbadodorp. 
The dispatch of the 
British comm ander in chief in South

a x , Champaign, Logan and Madison, to the Forty-seventh, and in 1882 
tom the same district to the F orty-eighth congress, of which he was 
beaker. 
In 1898 he was com m issioned a m ajor general by President McKinley in 
Spanish-American war, and performed service on the island of Cuba, 
*nd was mustered out of service in April, 1899. 


H ENRY L. DICKEY. 
Henry L. Dickey of Greenfield, H ighland county, was born in 
South 
jfckni, Ross county, Ohio, Oct. 29, 1832, and is living at the close of the cen- 
rT- His original profession was th a t of civil engineer, and he had charge 
the construction of a portion of the Cincinnati and M arietta railway in 
!*»5. He afterward read law w ith his father, was adm itted to the bar, after 
Acuating from the C incinnati Law school in 1859, and built up a large 
practice. 
He repiesented H ighland county in the house of representatives of the 
. tty-fourth general assem bly in 1860-1862, and was a m em ber of the senate 
the I iity-eighth general assem bly in 1868-1S70. 
In 1876 he was elected to 
p ’ Foi”ty-hfth congress from the Seventh district, Highland, Brown, Adams, 
w e aQd Ross. 
In 1878, under a reapportionm ent, he was placed in the 
* 7 ’enth 'district, composed of Highland, Clinton, Clermont,

THOMAS EWING. 
Thom as Ewing of Lancaster, son of Senator Thom as Ewing, was for 
mony years one of the Democratic leaders of the state. 
He was born in 
Lancaster, Ohio. ..ug. 7, 1829, and was 
ac< den,ally k. I Ie I by a cable car in 
New York city Jan. 26, 1896. at the age 
of 67. 
He graduated from Brown uni­ 
versity, Providence, Rhone Island. He 
was adm itted to the bar, and rose to 
great prominence in his profession. In 
1861 he was a m em ber of the peace 
conference from Kansas, and was chief 
justice of the K ansas suprem e court 
in 1861-1862. 
He served with great distinction 
during the Civil war, and was made 
colonel of the Eleventh K ansas Volun­ 
teer infantry in 1862. 
He was made 
a brigadier general in 1863, and brev­ 
etted a m ajor general for m eritorious 
services in 1865. 
After 
leaving 
the 
m ilitary service he returned to L an­ 
caster, Ohio, and resumed the practice 
or law. 
He was a m em ber of the con­ 
stitutional convention of 1873. 
In 1876 he was elected as a Demo­ 
crat to the Forty-fifth congress from 
the Twelfth district, Fairfield, Perry, F ran k lin and Pickaway counties. In 
1878 he was elected from the T enth district, Fairfield, Gallia, Hocking, Meigs 
and Vinton counties, to the Forty-sixth congress. 
In 1879 he was the Democratic candidate for governor, and was defeated 
by Charles Foster by a vote of 336,261 to 319,132. 
He was interested largely 
in the development of the great resources of the Hocking valley and the 
Sunday Creek valley, in connection with Colonel Jam es Taylor, Governor 
Foster and others. 
He w ent to New York in 1882 and formed a law p a rtn e r­ 
ship with ex-Congressman Milton I. Southard, and their firm became prom ­ 
inent in the metropolis. 
H E N R Y S. NEAL. 


H enry S. Neal of Ironton, Law rence county, was born In Gallipolis, Ohio, 
Aug. 25, 1828, and is living in 1900. 
He graduated from M arietta college in 
1847. 
He then studied law and was adm itted to the bar in 1851, and soon 
caum into an extensive practice. 
He was elected to the state senate in 1861, and was re-elected in 1863. 
He was appointed United States consul to Lisbon, Portugal, in 1869, and 
became charge d ’affaires upon the resignation of the American m inister. 
In 1870 he returned to the United States. 
He was a m em ber of the constitu­ 
tional convention of 1873. 
In 1876 he was elected to the Forty-fifth congress from the Twelfth 
district, Lawrence, Ross, Scioto, Pike and Jackson counties, and elected from 
the same district in 1878 to the Forty-sixth congress, and in 1880 was elected 
to th e Forty-seventh from the Eleventh district, Lawrence, Adams, Scioto, 
Gallia, Jackson and Vinton. 
He was a congressm an of m arked ability, and 
was a strong debater and fluent orator. 
During his political career he was 
a Republican, but left th a t party in 1896 because of the money question, he 
favoring the Democratic idea of the equal coinage of both gold and silver. 


E B E N E Z E R H. FINLEY. 


Ebenezer B. Finley, lawyer, lecturer and Democratic leader of Bucyrus, 
Crawford county, was born in Orrville, W ayne county, July 31, 1833, and is 
still living in the prime of physical 
vigor in the practice of his profession. 
He was educated in the public schools 
ana adm itted to the bar in 1862, locat­ 
ing in Bucyrus, where he has since 
resided. 
He enlisted as a private soldier in 
the Sixty-fourth Ohio Volunteer infan­ 
try during the Civil war, and became 
a first lieutenant, and performed gal­ 
lant and efficient service in th%t organ­ 
ization. 
After being m ustered out of 
the service he resumed the practice of 
law and rose to distinction in the p ro ­ 
fession. 
He was elected to the Forty-fifth 
congress in 1876, from the F ourteen ch 
district, consisting of the counties of 
Crawford, W yandot, 
Richland, A sh­ 
land and Holmes. 
In 1878 he was 
elected to the 
Forty-sixth 
congress 
from the E ighth 
district, Crawford. 
H ardin, Marion, Morrow, Seneca and 
Wyandot He made an excellent record in the national congress, and acquit­ 
ted him self 
brilliantly in debate. 
In 
1884 he was made 
a d ju tan t general of the state by G overnor George 
Hoadly, aud brought the state m ilitia to a high state of organization. 
In 1897 
he was elected circuit judge of the T hird circuit, and displayed great ability 
in his judicial capacity. 
He attended all the Democratic national conven­ 
tions from 1876 to 1896, and was one of the delegates at large to the latter. 
He has been prom inent in the councils of his party in the state. 
F o r some 
years he was on the platform as a lecturer on historical and literary topics, 
and was unusually successful in th a t line. 
BENJAM IN B U TTER W O R TH . 


B enjam in B utterw orth of Cincinnati was born in W arren county, Ohio, 
O ct 22, 1839, and died in 1898. He was a law yer of prominence and one*of the 
m ost brilliant of Ohio’s orators during the latter half of the century, and a 
statesm an in the fullest sense of the word. 
F o r some years he practiced law a t Lebanon, but later w ent to Cincin­ 
nati, where there was a wider and more prom ising field for his great natural 
abilities. 
In 1873 he was elected to the senate of the Sixty-first general 
assembly from the Second Senatorial district, Butler and W arren counties. 
He was elected to the F orty-sixth congress in 1878 from the P'irst dis­ 
trict, a part of Hamilton county, and was re-elected to the Forty-seventh 
from the sam e district in 1880. 
He failed of re-election to the succeeding 
congress, but was elected to the F orty-ninth, in 1884; the Fiftieth, in 1886; 
and the Fifty-first iii 1888. 
A Republican, he was one of the ablest advocates 
of the policy of th a t party during his congressional career. 
He served as commissioner of patents, and was perhaps the best qualified 
m an who ever held th at position. 
W hile a Republican during his entire 
career, and one of the leading stum pers in behalf of th ai party, he was broad­ 
minded and tolerant, and never hesitated to dissent from w hat he considered 
a n ill-advited policy advocated by his party associates.

It was a regiment of cuiras­ 
siers led at a dashing rate toward them 
by a headless officer sitting upright in 
his saddle and apparently encouraging 
his men after having been decapitated 
by a cannon ball.—Cincinnati Enquir­ 
er.

“Whut are volcanoes?” 
Niue out of every ten persons would 
Immediately have an answ er of some 
sort to the question above, for have 
they not a lively remembrance of hav­ 
ing learned in their schoolbooks that 
“a volcano is a burning mountain, from 
the summit of which are sent out smoke 
and flames?” 
'Phis popular fancy has 
been 
exploded 
by 
scientists, 
whose 
work Is to explode popular fancies. 
In the first place, volcanoes are not 
necessarily mountains. 
In reality they 
are Just the reverse—that is, holes In 
the earth’s crust. 
Out of these are 
throwu the materials which, accumu­ 
lating. form the ht‘aps which we popu­ 
larly call mountains. 
These are. then, the result and not 
the cause of the action. 
Neither are 
they “burning.” as we understand the 
term. 
There is no combustion, nor any 
action we might reasonably call “burn­ 
ing.” 
The action need not necessarily take 
place at the summit, for eruptions are 
Just as frequent at the sides or even 
at the base. 
The so called “smoke” is 
nothing more or less than the clouds 
of condensing steam which are formed 
on every ocaslon when au eruption oc­ 
curs. 
Lastly, the “ flames,” so called, are 
merely the reflection of the mass of 
molten rock and material inside the 
crater on the clouds of steam above, 
thus appearing as a glowing light The 
friction, too. set up by the motion of 
the materials causes electricity, and 
hence the lightning discharges which 
add to the illuminating effect—Pear­ 
son’s Magazine.

'' congress from tile Ninth district, Delaware, Hardin, Marion, Union Morrow 
and Knox, and served a single term. 
He was born in Beechwoods, Champaign county, Ohio, Feb 12 1835- at 
tended the public schools, and graduated from the Ohio Wesleyan" university 
at Delaware in 1855, and was admitted to the bar June 15, 1857, and was 
elected prosecuting attorney of Delaware county in 1860. 
He resigned the 
office and enlisted as a private soldier in Company C, Fourth Ohio Volunteer 
Infant!y, under Captain J. M. Crawford, April 16, 1861. Soon after the organ­ 
ization of the company a vacancy occurred in the position of first lieutenant 
which he was elected to fill, and was commissioned first lieutenant to date 
from April 16. 1861; was promoted to captain Sept. 5, 1862; was mustered 
out of service at the expiration of the term of service of the regiment, June 
ti, 1864; was nominated for representative to the state legislature immedi­ 
ately thereafter, but resigned the position to accept the command of the One 
Hundred and Seventy-fourth Ohio Volunteer Infantry, of which regiment he 
was appointed colonel Sept. 21, 1864; was commissioned brigadier general by 
brevet June 27, 1865, for "gallant and meritorious conduct during the war,” 
and he was mustered out of service July 7, 1865; was elected prosecuting 
attorney of Delaware county for three successive terms, serving from 1866 
until Ib72; was a member of the board of managers of the Ohio Soldiers’ and 
Bailors’ Ohrphans’ Home from its organization in 1870 until its reorganiza­ 
tion in 1874; has been a member of this board for the last eleven years and 
is still a member thereof; was a trustee of the Wesleyan Female college at 
Delaware from 1865 until 1875, when the institution was consolidated with 
the Ohio Wesleyan university; was presidential elector on the Grant and 
tVilson ticket for the Ninth congressional district in 1872. 
In 1876 was 
elected member of the Forty-fifth congress as representative from the same 
district. At the close of his first term in congress he was the victim of a 
•gerrymander” by which Delaware county was placed in a district with 
Franklin and Fairfield counties, overwhelmingly Democratic.

Thomas Ewing of Lancaster, son of Senator Thomas Ewing, was for 
tnt’ny years one of the Democratic leaders of the state. 
He was born in 
Lancaster, Dliio. 
alg. 7, 1829, and was 
acc dentally k.Ile I by a cable car in 
New York city Jau. 26, 1896, at the age 
of 67. 
He graduated from Brown uni­ 
versity, Providence, Rhoue Island. He 
was admitted to the bar, and rose to 
great prominence in his profession. In 
1861 he was a member of the peace 
conference from Kansas, and was chief 
justice of the Kansas supreme court 
in 1861-1862. 
He served with great distinction 
during the Civil war, and was made 
colonel of the Eleventh Kansas Volua- 
teer infantry in 1862. 
He was made 
a brigadier general in 1863, and brev­ 
etted a major general for meritorious 
services in 1865. 
After leaving the 
military service he returned to Lan­ 
caster, Ohio, and resumed the practice 
oi law. 
He was a member of the con­ 
stitutional convention of 1873. 
In 1876 he was elected as a Demo­ 
crat to the Forty-fifth congress from 
the Twelfth district, Fairfield, Perry, Franklin and Pickaway counties _ 
1878 he was elected from the Tenth district, Fairfield, Gallia, Hocking, Meigs 
and Vinton counties, to the Forty-sixth congress. 
In 1879 he was the Democratic candidate for governor, and was defeated 
by Charles Foster by a vote of 336,261 to 319,132. 
He was interested largely 
in the development of the great resources of the Hocking valley and the 
Sunday Creek valley, in connection with Colonel Jam es Taylor, Governor 
Foster aud others. 
He went to New York in 1882 and formed a law partner­ 
ship with ex-Congressinan Milton I. Southard, and their firm became prom ­ 
inent in the metropolis.

Henry S. Neal of Ironton, Lawrence county, was born in Gallipolis, Ohio, 
Aug. 25, 1828, and is living in 1900. 
He graduated from Marietta college in 
1847. 
He then studied law and was adtfiitted to the bar in 1851, and soon 
came into an extensive practice. 
He was elected to the state senate in 1861, and was re-elected in 1863. 
He was appointed United States consul to Lisbon, Portugal, in 1869, and 
became charge d ’affaires upon the resignation of the American minister. 
Iii 1870 he returned to the United States. 
H e was a member of the constitu­ 
tional convention of 1873. 
In 1876 he was elected to the Forty-fifth congress from the Twelfth 
district, Lawrence, Ross, Scioto, Pike and Jackson counties, and elected from 
the same district in 1878 to the Forty-sixth congress, and in 1880 was elected 
to the Forty-seventh from the Eleventh district, Lawrence, Adams, Scioto.

He was a congressman of marked ability, and 
was a strong debater and fluent orator.

He made an excellent record in the national congress and acouit- 
ted himself brilliantly in debate. 
In 1884 he was made adjutant general of the state by Governor George 
Hoadly, and brought the state militia to a high state of organization 
In 1897 
he was elected circuit judge of the Third circuit, and displayed great ability 
In his judicial capacity. 
He attended all the Democratic national conven­ 
tions from 1876 to 1896, and was one of the delegates at large to the latter 
He has been prominent in the councils of his party in the state. 
For some 
years he was on the platform as a lecturer on historical and literary topics 
and was unnsually successful in that line.

B E N J A M I N 
B U T T E R W O R T H . 
Benjamin Butterworth of Cincinnati was born in W arren county Ohio 
Oct. 22, 1839, and died in 1898. He was a lawyer of prominence and one of the 
most brilliant of Ohio’s orators during the latter half of the century, and a 
statesm an in the fullest sense of the word. 
For some years he practiced law at Lebanon, but later went to Cincin­ 
nati, where there was a wider and more promising field for his great natural 
abilities. 
In 1873 he was fleeted to the senate of the Sixty-first general 
assembly from the Second Senatorial district, Puller and W arren counties 
He wtfk elected to the Forty-sixth congress in 1878 from the First dis­ 
trict, a part of Hamilton county, and was re-elected to the Forty-seventh 
from the same district in 1880. 
He failed of re-election to the succeeding 
congress, but was elected to the Forty-ninth, in 1884; the Fiftieth in 1886* 
and ths Fifty-first in 1888. A Republican, he was one of the ablest advocates 
of the policy of that party during his congressional career. 
He served as commissioner of patents, and was perhaps the best qualified 
man who ever held that position. 
While a Republican during his entire 
career, and one of the leading stum pers in behalf of that party, he was broad­ 
minded and tolerant, and never hesitated to dissent from what he considered 
aa ill-advised policy advocated by his party associates.
